GARBAGE CREMATORY. 


The question of the disposal of garb- 
age is a serious one ir every city, town 
and village, ouly second in importance 
to the ques*iou of sewerage. The sys- 
tem followed in most Northwest towns 
is utterly bir‘arous. An area of land 
in or beyond the outskiris of the town 
is purchasel as a nuisance ground, 
Within this area ali the accumulations 
of garbage are dumped, tw offend at 
least the sense of smell and io spread 
disease in any direction the wind may 
be blowing. Sometimes a weak at- 
tempt at burning the garbage is made. 
This adds to the horrors of the situa- 
tion. The smell becomes more wide- 
spread, borne by the smoke. The ciy. 
ilized vay of disposing of garbage is to 
provide a furnace or furnaces in which 
it can be burued rapidly and. to which 
ihe smell can be confined. Such a 
furn:ce or crematorv is urgently 
needed at Edmonton. 

The following is a, short, notice from 
the Telegram of a garbage crematory 
recently instalied ty the city of Winni- 
peg, which seems to do the work satis- 
factorily; 

“The new garbage crematory will do 
the work required of it, and the prob- 
lem of disposing of the city’s garbage 
has apparently been solved. The first 
test was made yesterday in the pres- 
ence of Ald. Harvey, chairman of the 
market, license and health committee, 
and Sanitary Inspector Pearson. Eight 
loads oi garbage of various kinds were 
dumped into the receiver of the plant 
and it took only 40 minutes to reduce 
them to an ash heap. Two barrows 
of coal were required in the operation. 
{t was found, however, that there ; is 
not sufficient escape for the super- 
fluous steam, and the plant will be 
6hut down until the defect is rem- 


edied.”

THE C N. R. 
Telegram; Wm. Mackenzie, of the 
firm of Mackenzie and Mann, arriv- 


ed yesterday afternoon from Port Ar- 
thur. Mr. Mackenzie left Tpronto on 
Saturday and was joined at Porti Ar- 
thur by his par‘ner, D. D. Mann. To- 
gether they went over the Ontario and 
Rainy River section of the Canadian 
Northern railway as far as the end of 
the track, after which Mr. Mackenzie 
came on to Winnipeg, leaving Mr. 
Mann on the eastern end of the line. 

“When will the rails connect Pori 
Arthur and Winnipeg ¢’” asked a Tele- 
gram reporter of Mr. Mackenzie last 
evening. 

“The date cannot be definitely stat- 
ed, but will not be iong now,” re- 
plied Mr. Mackenzie. “The scarcity of 
laborers experienced for past months 
has been alleviated and as large ia 
number of men as can be handled are 
now at work o- the line. Track is 
being laid at the rate of a mile and 
a half a day. Very little bridge work 
remains aad there are only six rock 
cuts Ieft. Double gangs of men are 


working on these cuts night and day | 


and the greatest amount af work 
which remains to be done in any of 
them is 125 feet. These gangs are 
working at both ends of «he cuts and 
should finish the work very speedily.” 
Asked whetber the Sirathcona-Ed- 
monton line would be completed vhis 
year or not, Mr. Mackenzie aid that 
it_ all depended upoa the waather. 
“Work is going ahead rapidly, he add- 
ed, and if it dos not freeze up ioo 
quickly we might gat it finished.” 
Mr. Mackenzie expressed himself as 
very well satisfied with the work being 
done by the lines now in operation. He 
will remain in Winnipeg for several 
days.

CHEAP TELEPHONE. 


Neepawa Press. 

_ The Winnipeg Free Press of the 4th 
inst. said, “The number of telephones 
in use in Toronto places that city in a 
position anly exceeded by two other 
cities on the cop'tinent when consider. 
ed on a percentage basis, in relatiog 
to the number of inhabitants. There 
are 8,000 telephones in Toronto, which, 
with a, population of 200,000, involves 
a service of * im 25. Sani Francisco 
leads with a service of 1 in 16 and Bos- 
ton is second with 1 in 24.” 

Technically the Free Press may ‘be 
right in saying Toronto’s percentage 
of telephones to population is 
exceeded by only two other “cities.” 
But the “town” of Neepawa puts 
San Francisco and_ Boston as well 
as Toronto in the shade in this 
respect, We have here 12) tele- 
phones in use with a population of 
1418, or one telephone, to every 11 per- 
sons . 

We will venture to say that in re- 
gard to price also Neepawa enjoys first 
position. The rate here for business 
telephones is $20 a year and fora re- 
sidence $10 a year. 

The explanation of Neepawa’s position 
of pre-eminence in the use of telephon. 
es is that ours is! a municipal system, 
maintained by the people for their 
own accommodation and not to make 
money for a, few at the expense of the 
many. ‘

Ottawa, Nov. 10. — The immigration 
branch of the department of the inter- 
ior is filling the Canadian Northwesi 
with people. The arrivals from the 
United States durlng the past year 
have exceeded that of any previous 
year in the history of the 


country and the arrivals from 
Britain were also larger than in any 
other year. The total returns for the 
year ending June < lasi, as’ shown by 
the annual report, which is now in 
the hands of the prinier, give the ar- 
tivals in Canada for that period as 
nearly 50,000. The exact number was 
49,162. Of these 31,162 arrived at 
ocean ports aad the balance, 18,000, 
came from the United States and are 
among the best settlers for the North- 
west. Of those who came by ocean 
ports, 9,331 were English, 833 Irish, 
1,476 Scotch, 520 Germans, 838 Scan- 
dinavians, 492 French and Belgian 
and 17,572 from other European coun- 
tries, (

MANITOBA OLD TIMER DEAD. 

E. Clementi-Smith, a Manitoba old 
timer, died of wounds and pneumonia 
at Harrismith, Orange River Colony 
in Octo*er. In February last he secur- 
ed a commission as a second lieuten- 
ant in the Imperial Yeomanry, with 
temporary rank as captain and ad- 
jutant, and did excellent work in South 
Africa. Upon one occasion Lord 
Kitchener heliographed a complimen- 
tary message to him and Gen. Run- 
dle, in thanking him. for his work, ex- 
pressed the hope that he would shortly 
be able to imerease his command. He 
assisted at the capture of Lotter’s 
commando, and afterwards, while 
leading “Clementi’s Scouts’ from 
Bethlehem to Harrismith, he received 
the wound which proved fatal. Since 
bis death occurred it has been annoutc- 
ed that he had been made a Companion 
of the Distinguished Crder for his as- 
sistance in the capture of Lotter. He 
came to Manitoba in 1871, and was 
Dominion lands agent at Brandon for 
a, number of years. in 1885 he assist- 
ed in raising the Manitoba Grena- 
dier regiment for service in the Riel 
rebellion of 1885. This - regiment 
formed a part of General Strange’s 
force in his expedition against Big 
Bear at Fort Pitt. One company re- 
mained at Edmonton as a part of the 
garrison here. Mr. Smith served with 
the regiment throughout the rebel- 
lion. He was in his fifty-first year ait 
the time of his death.

_ From the Times: On Monday morn- 
ing the penple of Moose Jaw were 
Shocked to hear of the unfortunate 
ending of Mr. Peter Low, who was 
found dead ia the hay loft of Mr. John 
R. Riddell’s stable on Monday morn- 
ing with a 32-calibre bull dog revolver 
in his right hand and’ a bullet hole in 
his vight temple. 

For the past six monihs he worked 
with Mr, Riddell driving one of the 
teams an' working on the dray, and 
for the past four months he boarded 
with Mrs. Orr, who has now. the Vic- 
toria boarding house. 

On Monday morning he came down 
stairs about 6:30, and lefi withouti-his 
breakfast. As he did nof turn up to 
work at the usual time Mr. Riddell 
could not understand it and enquir- 
ed for him all over town. He never 
thought of looking in the stable, but 
on going up into the hay loft about 
half-past nine he discovered him lying 
about four or five feet from the mow 
hole with a bull dog revolver in his 
right hand and his head and face cov- 
ered with blood. He had evidently 
been dead for scme hours. Mr. Rid- 
dell promptly notified Sergt. Smith, 
who guarde1 the remains 

The corner was out of town; but 
Dr. McCulloch was called and viewed 
the remains. It appeared such ajclear 
case of suicide by shooting that an in- 
quest was not considered necessary. 

The revolver was ‘32-calihre, two 
chambers were loaded, but one was dis- 
charged and another cartridge was 
found in his pocket. The mstrumeni 
of death was still clasped in his right 
hand, ard che bulle+ wound was found 
in his right temple. This is <be only 
wounc on his person, so the bullet 
must bave temained in his head. His 
right hand was blackened with the 
smoke from the revolver. When 
found he was dressed in his working 
clotbes and overcoat. ' 

No reason Cau be assigned for jhe 
rasi act except melancholy... He was 
a young man about twenty-two or four 
years of age, straight forward, indus- 
trious and usuaily guod natured. He 
was not addicted to hquor ‘as far as 
can be learned. For the past few 
days something seemed to trouble him, 
and he complained of feeling unwell 
and had a had headache, but continu- 
ed to perform his usual work. 

No papers or documents were found 
on him save an envelope with his name 
and address. 

His parents and relatives reside at 
Edinburgh, Scotland, and about a year 
ago wrote to Insp. Sackrider enquir- 
ing as to his whereabouts and welfare. 
Mr. Sackrider located him on a ranch 


near Parkbeg, where he worked be- 
fore coming to our town.

COAL TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 

Robert Jaffray, of the Fernie Coal 
Mine Op., was in ipeg, recently on 
his return from Fernie to Toronto. The 
Telegram reports an interview as fol- 
lows: 

“There is an ublimited demand for 
good laborers, such as carpenters, 
mechanics, masons, bricklayers 2nd 
miners. The dearth of the supply 
has caused an advance in wages. Un- 
skilled laborers are receiving com 
$2 to $2.25 per diy; carpenters, from 
$3 to ioe mechanics, $2.75 to $5; 
bricklayers and masons during the 
summer months $4 per day and more.” 

“Are British Columbia railway facil- 
ities improving ?” 

“I find the Crow’s Nest line much 
improved since my last visit. Super- 
intendent Bury is pushing the work 
ahead rapidly.” ; r¢ { 

“How many laborers does the mine 
employ at present ?” : 

“Over 1,000 are at present employed 
in and about the mines.” 

“How many more could be employ- 
ed?” 

“Between the railways and the mines 
there is an unlimited demand for good 
men.” 

“As an example of the econ out- 

ui,“ gaid Mr. Jeffray, “t station. 
okt at Fernie iold me the other day 
that they were handling ninety cars 
a day of coal, coke and other merch- 
andise. The output, howeveer, depends 
entirely upo™ the labor supply. We 
will not be able to overtake the de- 
mand for some time I am greatly 
of the output will depend eentirely 
upon the labor supply. I am greatly 
plezsed with the quality of the coal 
now being put out at the mines. The 
output of course has been affected by 
the act of the legislature with refer- 
once to the export business with the 
States. We ate now, bowever, re- 
suming the trade with Montana. The 
work of developing the mines is stead- 
ily going ahead. We now have about 
twelve different tunnels working. 
Taken all in all the seams aire easy 
of access. One reason we are open- 
ing so many different seams is that 
we have been looking for a good do- 
mestic coal. The seams at Morrisy 
Creek are at present filling this want.” 

Mr. Jaffray said that the mining 
depression was gradually relaxing. 
and that Fernie was in a flourishing 
condition. The Rossland people are 
also feeling more cheerful. He looked 
to Mr. King to seitle the strike at 
Rossland.

HARDY MILKING COWS. 


The milking breeds of cows are gen- 
erally of delicate constitution. The 
better milkers they are the more deli- 
cate they are, aga‘rule. In this coun- 
try of pioneer conditions, we need 
hardy stock particularly in milking 
cows. The Frech-Canadian cow ap- 
pears to unite in a greater degree than 
any other. breed strong and _ vigor- 
ous Constitution and good milking 
qualities. These cows Rave competed 
in the milking tests at the Pan-Am- 
erican exhibition and have given good 
results. The directors of the dairy de- 
partment gives the following account 
of origin and qualities; 

“The French settlers who first came 
to Canada were natives of Brittany 
and Normandy, France. The first cat- 
tle in Quebec, in 1620 or thereabouts, 
were brought, no doubt, from these 
two districts. No importations of 
other breeds worth mentioning are re- 
ported in the history of the province 
until about 1800. Between 1776 and 
1850 a few herds of English cattle, 
mostly Ayrshires and Shorthorns were 
brought into the province but they 
were brought by wealthy Englishmen 
living near Montreal and Quebec, 
where they are still to be found. They 
found but little favor with the French 
inbabitants in the poorer regions and 
in the remote parts along the Luuren- 
tian and the lower parts of the St. 
Lawrence, both north and souih, as 
they were loth to cross their hardy 
little cows with the larger breeds fear- 
ing with good reason that they could 
not grow sufficient feed to keep the 
larger animals alive to say nobting 
of profit, during the seven months of 
the winter. Thus they have been kept 
distinct for over 250 years and in-and- 
in breeding has been resorted to to 
fix in a sure manner, the character- 
istics of the breed. Thus they have 
much the appearance of the Brittany 
cattle of to-day. Lt may be noted here 
that the French-Canadian, the Jer- 
sey, Guernsey, Kerry and Britany cat- 
tle are all supposed to come from the 
same origin, ana the Brittany is usual- 
ly allowed to be the older stock, the 
different breeds being mpdified by cli- 
mate, care and perhaps individual 
characteristics of animals bred from, 
until they vary from the 500 pound 
Kerry to the Guernsey almost as large 
as the Shorthorn. The three qual- 
ities claimed for the French-Canadians 
are hardiness, easy keeping qualities 
and richness of milk. As_ they ' are 
small, the cows averaging about 700 
pounds each they do not require large 
amounts of food. In form they are 
something like the Jersey, in color

The director cf the model dairy at 
the Buffalo exhibition gives the fol- 
lowing information 1s to milk; { 

Milk is composed of water, casein, 
fat, albumen, sugar and ash. All these 
ingredients are necessary to make iit 
a complete food and all the ingrediehts 
are valuable when the whole milk is 
consumed. In making butter we 
practically take nothing out of the 
milk but the fat and ie making cheese, 
the casein and fat are the principal 
ingredients taken. The other in- 
@redients are all, practically, lost in 
the buttermilk, skim-iniik or whey, as 
far as human consumption is concern- 
ed. In a milk trade where the milk 
is all for human consumgtion the in- 
gredients are all valuable and are 
called the solids in the milk and in 
many cities the law calls for milk can- 
taining a certain amount of solids. 
These solids ave determined in the 
model dairy by those in charge of the 
testing department and they are 
credited to the cows at 9 cents per lb. 
The heavy milkers are the most pro- 
fitable, as a rule, on the “iotal solids” 
basis, and the Hofsteins are awny 
ahead-for this prize and it) is very 
probable that they will also win the 
prize for “total solids ‘plus: the gain in 
live weight valued at 3 cenitiq per Ib.”

THE BOOM IN OATS. 

The deliveries of oats are increasing 
in volume every day. Saturday’s de- 
liveries in Edmonton were uot less 
than 12,000 bushels. Probably Strath- 
cona, received nearly an eque! amount. 
Prices were 25c Edmonton, and! 26c 
Strathcona, for government standard, 
Occasionally moore was paid; and some- 
times less according to quality. De- 
livereies for the week were not less 
than 100,000 bushels in the two towns. 

Very littie has gone forward on gov- 
ernment contract. Not more than two 
cars so far as heard. Outside buyers 
are paying over government contract 
price, and therefore they ,and' not tthe 
Government, get the oats from the 
dealers. Just what will become of the 
government contract under the cir- 
cumstances is a question. But as the 
only object of the Canadian govern- 
ment agents in going into the deal 
was to secure a good price fur the 
product of Alberta’s farms, it makes 
very little difference to the govern- 
ment who gets the oats as long as the 
farmer gets the highest price. Al- 
though no doubt it would) be very de- 
sirable to introduce Alberta oats to 
the notice of the British war office, for 
the sake of a, demand in future years. 
So far from the market weakening 
on account of the large deliveries, it 
seems to strengthen as the deliveries 
increase. Certainly if oats are tb go 
to Africa the government price will 
have to be increased, which will stif- 
fen the market still further.

AS TO SMALL POX. 
The following is of interest in con- 


nection with a prospective outbreak 


of small pox during the coming winter; 

Editot Medical World.—I have read 
with mingled interest, amusement and 
indignation, the protracted corres- 
pondence which ran through so many 
members of your valuable journal on 
the diagnosis of small pox, last win- 
ter and spring. It has been interest- 
ing as showing how wide-spread the 
present epidemic of this disease has 
been. From north, east, west; and 
south, from Canada to Mexico, from 
Philadelphia to San Francisco, have 
youc busy contributors written, giv- 
ing freely of their experience and of 
their opinions. But it has beer still 
more interesting demonstrating 
the fact that everywhere it has made 
its appearance, it has uniformly pre- 
sented the same mild type, sq mild as 
to throw practitioners, perhaps a 
majority of them, off their guard. In 
fact, the failure of the family physi- 
cian to recognize his first cases has 
been responsible for the rapid and un- 
usual extension of the infection. Mild 
epidemics of variola, or more proper- 
ly speaking, epidemics of mild variola, 
are not only nothing new, but are men- 
tioned in all systematic works on the 
practise of medicine. I have in my ili- 
brary a treatise on practise by; the 
court physician of Austria, publisht a 
little more than a ‘hundred years agen. 
Albout one-third of the entire work 
is devoted to small pox alene, showing 
the important position which this dis- 
ease occupied in the mind of the aver- 
age practitioner of that day. Just 
about such a form are we are now. be- 
coming familiar with is described in 
this book. This fact sufficiently re- 
futes the theory thati the amelioration 
of the type has been due to the vacci- 
nation of succesive generations. The 
more rational explanation, to my mind 
is that this particular strain of virus 
wes imported from the West Indies 
during the recent war. Certainly the 
first cases observed in - Pennsylvania 
possessed this history.Heai, as is well 
known. destroys the vitality or im- 
pairs the activity of both the vaccine 
and the variolous contagions. It 
seems rational therefore to anticipate 
that the subjection of either of them to 
a sub-tropical temperature for cen- 
turies would diminish its virulence. It 
will be remembered that when small 
pox was first introduced among the 
aborigines of the new world it carried 
them off by thousands. At the pres- 
ent time, or more strictly until the 
United Staites occupation in Porto 
Rico and Cuba, while the disease was 
excessively prevalent on those islands, 
the death-rate resulting was com- 
paratively- slight. In Porto Rico the 
disease has now been almost entirely 
eradicated, the entire population of 
800,000 having been vaccinated under

I bave been amused at \the readiness 
and cocksureness with which men who 
have never séen a case of small spox 
will make 2 diagnosis of a disease 
which has puzzled able diagnosticians; 
but I have been filled with indignation 
when I have found men, of this cali- 
bre, after experts of long and varied 
experience have def nitely decided the 
affection to be true small poxj and 
after state boards of health, having 
given the subject mature considera- 
tion, have affirmed it to be so, still 
presuming to set up their little incon- 
sequential opinions, and pronouncing 
it to *. chicken pox, impetigo con- 
tagiosa, or “Cuban itch.” And the 
trouble is that each, of these ignoram- 
uses has bis following, an. unsettles 
the minds of a considerable number of 
persons in his immed‘ate neighborhood 
thus preventing the adoption of the ne- 
cessary precautions. ' 
As was sagaciously predicted by Dr. 
William M. We'ch, in his report to the 
state board of health on the outbreak 
in Allegheny County, Pa., it is not to 
be expected that im our climate, ‘the 
virus will preserve its mild character- 
istics. Already in the city of Phila- 
delpbia the death rate has during the 
past mouth reached over 14 per cent 
of the cases reporte¢, while during ihe 
early part of the epidemic throughout 
the state it was less than 1 per cent. 
Owing to the intelligent appreciation 
of the situation by the: general public, 
measures 
adopted ‘wv the *ourd of health: of 


Philadelphia, I do not apprehend any 
great increase in the number of cases 
but the probability is that, as the in- 
fection is fairly well distributed over 
the city, we shall have. it present with 
us to some extent all winter. The 
inciosed circu'ars will indicate what 
steps the stajte board:of health has been 
taking to suppress the outbreak. You 
may find something in them that (will 
interest your readers.
